‘LAND DEALS 
as Property Owners Refuse 
to’ Accept Bond Payments

MEXICO CITY, July 24—Re- 
luctance on the part of property 
owners to accept the recent bond 
issue of 60,000,000 pesos to satisfy 
claims for land seized under the 
agrarian jaw has given rise to- a 
delicate situation. 

According to a statement issued 
today by the Federal National 
Landowners, representing most of 
the Mexican rural property owners. 
the national agrarian commission 
has. expropriated “for the public 
good,” during the period from 
January 1 to the 22nd inst., 600,900 
hectares of tand. Between the 
15th and 22nd inst. alone, they 
assert that State and municipal 
agrarian commissions had expro- 
priated 69,000 hectares. <A hec- 
tare is approximately two and one- 
half acres. 

The statement is believed to 
have been prompted by a decree 
of the government, which compels 
the property holders to accept the 
recent bond issue as payment for 
land seized, which, however, they 
have persistently avoided doing. 
As a consequence, the bonds have 
shown a marked depreciation in 
value. 

The property owners maintain 
that the policy of the government 
is at fault, that the ponds are not 
payment, but merely an acknowl- 
edgment that the properties have 
been taken and distributed to vij- 
lages as communal grants.
